REPORT OF THE G. W. C. TEMPLAR. 

Worthy Officers and Members of the Grand I^odge : 

The morning of our eighth anniversaiy has dawned upon us, and 
finds us again together in council. Allow me as your honored Chief, 
to salute you with cheerful voice, from the warm depths of a brother's 
heart, in the language of gi*ateful and aftectionate welcome. 

The glad and cheering presence of so large an assembly of our 
own family of brothors and sisters, coming up hither from nearly 
every hamlet and hill-top, from every village and valley, in our be- 
loved commonwealth, to exchange fraternal greetings, and to counsel 
and encourage and strengthen each other in our blessed mission of 
Faith, Hope and Charity, is truly an occasion of congratulation and 
rejoicing. And while we feel the warm and living spiings of broth- 
erly kindness and good will, welling up and overflowing within our 
hearts as wo now meet each other again, face to face, on this recur- 
ring anniversary of our beloved Order ; and while we all may, per- 
haps, feel mutually grateful to each other for the measure of labor 
and of love which we have given to our cause during the year that 
has passed, let us not omit to send up from humble hearts our 
warmest tribute of thankspving and praise to Him under whose 
guidance and favor all wortny deeds are done, and by whose wisdom 
and strength all beneficent enterprises triumph. 

I feel truly and gratefully happy in bein^ able to congratulate you 
on the present healthy and growing condition of bur cause in our 
own beloved and .favored State, and to assure you that nothing has 
occurred in its histoiy during the past year, which betokens a decline 
or an apostasy, or justifies discouragement; but that on the contrary, 
there has been, and still is, a sure, steady and gradual growth (though 
not a rapid one) in nearly every district of our jurisoiction. and that 
in all the elements of material and substantial strength and prosper- 
ity, we are stronger than at the beginning of the official year. The 
number of our Subordinate Lodges has continued to ** iiicre:iso and 
multiply," in spite of the slow and sluggish life and final demise of 
B few; and the zeal and energy of those whose organizations have 
been kept alive and active, have added liberally to the aggregate of 
our number throughout the State. The financial management of 
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our organization has been conducted in a ^g|^1, economical and 
Buccessml manner bj those who have had its official control, and I 
am well assured that in all respects this department is in a healthy 
and encouraging condition, and will justify us in making generous 
arrangements for missionary labor in the year to come. 

As the popular sentiment and true moral courage of the people 
become enli^tened, elevated, purified, invigorated and strengthened 
by the united labors of Good Templars and those of other organiza- 
tions, the value of ouf prohibitory law becomes more and more ap- 
parent, and its salutary aid is much more frequently and willingly 
mvoked. Indeed, it is well understood that in a neighborhood where 
Good Templarism is ^pular the prohibitor}r law is equally so, and 
the public sentiment m that community, being on a level with the 
elevated moral plane of the law itself, encounters no more difficulty 
in enforcing it, than in enforcing the provisions of any other penal 
statute. l%e danger that any serious or formidable attempt will ever 
be made in Vermont to repeal or in any degree to abate the strin- 
gency of our prohibitoiy law has passed away. The soundness and 
constitutionality of every supposed objectionable feature of it, has 
been tested and established by our highest judicial tribunal, and the 
experience of eighteen years since its enactment, during all of which 
time it has been steadily and surely crowing in popular favor and 
securing judicial sanction, has now fmly confirmed its permanence 
in the public regard and confidence, and demonstrated the wisdom 
and the beneficence of its provisions. It is true that this law is not 
eveiywhere fully and willingly enforced, even when known violations 
are frequent. les, and such will be the condition of things, until 
the people are educated and elevated to a moral atmosphere as pure 
as the morality of that law itself. When the standard of moral vir- 
tue in the community is equal in quality and purity to the standard 
declared and emlwdied in that law, moral power and moral courage 
will not be wanting to secure its enforcement. 

It is also tiHie, as has lately been demonstrated, that in some of our 
moi'e i>opulous towns and villages, having metropolitan tastes and 
proclivities, the opposition to the law is so strong and vehement that 
It finds periodical expressions in anofi-y and frenzied spasms of bar- 
room rebellion. But soon finding, like one of old who got ** exceed- 
ingly mad," that it is hard to ** kick against the pricks," these 
exuberant but harmless nuUifiers subside into qmet allegiance 
* * to the lowers that be," and thus an instructive lesson of respectful 
deference to law is impaited for the benefit of society at the expense 
of the law breakers. These periodical spiisms of hostility are only 
the death throes of the opposition to this law ; and although they 
may yet he man}' more times repeated in those places where its forces 
are the strongest and th(^ best organized, they will be found to recut 
with gradually diminished strength, imtil, exhausted by their own 
viohnice, they will at last gracefully but reluctantly bow to the will 
of the jHiople, ** accejit the situation " to which they are reduced, and 
politely ** kiss the rotl " which coerced them, and renew their loyalty 
to the law they had defied. 

That this law is often violated with impunity and its enforcement 
difiicult.md impracticable, is no sound reason or argument in favor 
of its n'jH^al or its modification. The law may be above the moral 
and social sentiment of the people for whom it is enacted. It may 
be far alwve the moral standard and the social habits of the people 
it is int*?ndcvl to govern. But is the law higher in its social and 
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moral tone and tendency and purity than it ought to be? Does it pre- 
scribe and re(}uire too rigid and scrupulous an observance of the 
moral and social virtues — ^is it too exacting and persistent in its re- 
quirements for the fulfillment of public, private or domestic duties? 
Is it more elevated and pure than our public and private morals 
ought to be? Is it too stringent and imperative as a rule or standard 
for public and social virtues and duties ? Of course, no one will pre- 
tend that it is. ** But,'' it is said, " many do disregard and disobey 
it, and others refuse to enforce it/' True, and many also disregard 
and disobey the •* golden ruW'^ which requires us to do in all cases 
as we would be done by — to love our neighbors as ourselves. But 
we do not propose, for that reason, to momfy or relax the stringency 
of that perfect rule of moral and social duty. Our Christian teachers 
bid us let that rule remain unchanged in spotless purity, beauty and 
perfection, and strive with all our own powers and the strength 
which is promised and vouchsafed to the meek and faithful, to attain 
to that sublime elevation by conforming to that ** higher law " of 
perfect obedience and perfect love. Unl^e our brethren in all other 
States but one, it is fortunately no part of the mission of Good 
Templars in Vermont to secure the 'passage of a prohibitory law. 
Our worthy and honored predecessors in the gi'eat temperance re- 
form constructed and furnished one, wisely contrived and thoroughly 
tested and proved in all its supposed vulnerable points. And it is 
our dutrf to honor their laboi*8 and bless their memories by manfully 
sustainmg and vindicating that law, never allowing "jot or tittle " of 
its most severe ** penal " provisions to be, in any degree, either dis- 
pensed with or relaxed. It is the peculiar and especial mission of 
Good Templars in Vermont to educate and elevate the public senti- 
ment of the State to the well-known and recognized standard of pub- 
lic and social virtue and morality, contained and embodied, pi*escribed 
and enjoined in our prohibiiory law. To adopt a plain and common 
precept, ** we would aim to level up, not down, in tiying to improve 
society." We should not bring the law down to a conformity with 
the habits and tastes and vices of society ; but should cultivate, im- 
prove, chasten and elevate the character, the habits, the minds, and 
the hearts of the people to a point, where society, in all grades and 
departments, will not only be fully conformed, but will be trans- 
formed, by a most happjr and blessed renewal, to a perfect adapta- 
tion to every rule and prmciple and requirement of that much abused 
prohibitory'law : Is it not a nigh compliment to any law that it pre- 
scribes a standard of moral and social duty too elevated and pure for 
a community like Vermont, which claims to be equal in morality, 
intelligence and virtue to any other Christian people? It should be 
the aim of the Good Templars of Vermont to make the people of 
the State worthy of such a law. They should strive by all laudable 
means in their power, through the agency of our organization, to se- 
cure the early realization of this blessed achievement. Let us do it 
by instructing, leading and guidhig the young, by the influence of 
our precepts and example, in the paths of temperance and virtue ; 
thereby insuring them against the snares and toils of the tempter 
and the fangs of the destroyer. Let us do it in the spirit of parental 
obedience to that divine command, "Train up a child in the way he 
should go, and when he is old he wdl not depart from it." Let us 
do it by making our Lodge rooms inviting and attractive — by making 
them the true seminaries of instruction, improvement and refinement 
in all that exalts, ennobles, strengthens and purifies the intellect and 
the heart. Let us do it by instillmg into the minds and hearts of our 
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brothers and sisters,both by precept and example,in our Lodge rooms 
and out of them, the sweet and sublime sigpiificance and beauQr and 
power of our divine watchwords. Faith, Hope and Charity. Let us 
do it by a life of loyalty and fidelity to our obligations as Good Tem- 
plars ; by our faiUi in the growth and improvability of man and the 
nnal emancipation of society from the slavery of its greatest vice ; 
by our deep anxiety and sorrow for the straying and the suffering; 
by our hopeful sympathy and solicitude for the erring and the prodi- 
gal ; by our love for our country and humanity, our faith in the full 
triumph of Christianity, and our hope of everlasting life. 

Our Order owes it to the great cause of reform which it was or- 
ganized to promote, to encourage and sustain by its good will and 
patron^e, both official and personal, that portion of the public press 
of the State which is laboring especially m the interest of the tem- 
perance enterprise. Such a paper is a brother and co-laborer with 
us, and we ought not to be reluctant or tardy in tendering our right 
hand of feUowship and proffering al^the aid and encouragement in 
our power. 

The papers of Vermont, both religious and secular, have generally 
been favoi*able, not only to the |)romotion of the cause of temperance, 
but also to Good Templarism. And we take pleasure in gratefully 
acknowledging the obligations we owe them for the aid they have so 
willingly rendered to this great enterprise of reform. But there is 
one paper in our State, (and it will not be invidious to name it here,) 
which has especial claims upon our favorable consideration, being 
devoted, mainly, to the same beneficent mission as ourselves. The 
Vermont Temperance AdvoccUe, a weekly journal published in this 
village by Messrs. Clarke & Taylor, ana edited by our worthy and 
experienced brothers McAllister and Foggett, and devoted to our 
cause, commends itself with great force to our generous and active 
support. It is no disparagement to any other weekly journal in the 
State to say that the Advocate is inferior to none of them in the 
ability and good taste with which it is conducted, and is their equal 
in all the elements which make a valuable and interesting family 
newspaper. And in my judgment, it is our duty to commend it to 
the earnest good will and liberal patronage of all friends of temper- 
ance, and to bespeak in its behau the hearty and active efforts of all 
Grood Templars and Templar organizations in our jm-isdiction, to en- 
large its circulation and secure its permanence and prosperity. I 
earnestly appeal to our brothers and sisters of our beloved Order to 
insure the long life and the vigorous growth and usefulness of this 
auxiliary agent in our own missionary field of social reform. 

No lecturing agent has been officially employed at the expense of 
the Grand Lodge during the past year. But our worthy and eloquent 
Brother Carswell of Canada has visited many parts of'^the State, and 
has rendered valuable service to our cause ; being compensated, to 
his satisfaction, by the brethren and sistei^s in whose vicinity he la- 
bored. His efficiency and deservea popularity as a lecturer are well 
established throughout Vermont and in many parts of the Union as 
well as in Canada, and his kindling zeal and inspiring and sparkling 
eloquence are worthy of our highest praise. 

Our Grand Worthy Secretary, Rev. H. P. Cushiftg, in obedience to 
frequent and urgent calls for lectures, has devoted many weeks of 
time in visiting lodges and county unions of the Order, and his la- 
bors have been spoken of to me in official correspondence with those 
lodges, and also through the public press, as having been followed 
witE excellent and gratifying results. 
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Many of the clergymen of our Order, and (I am happy to add) 
some who are not in our organization, have devoted muon time and 
valuable labor, by public addresses to the people, and by sermons 
from their own pulpits, ** to advance our common cause and honor 
God." In my own judgment, the services of an efficient and popu- 
lar lecturer for the cnrrent offidM year should be secured as early as 
practicable, and the terms and conditions thereof adjusted and deter- 
mined by this body, or by its authorized official board. 

The duties of my own stewardship have been performed but feebly 
and imperfectly, but ever, and at all times, in ^ood faith, and accora- 
ing to my best judgment, ability and expenence, and the limited 
time which domestic and professional duties and a long period of 
severe illness would allow. Would to God that those services were 
worthier and more valuable. Many of you, my brothers and sisters, 
can bear true witness that the office with which you honored me a 
year since, was unlocked for and unsought by me. But it was kindly 
and generously tendered, and its acceptance urged and pressed upon 
me, with such unaffected earnestness, by nearly all of the members, 
that in spite of my own wishes and previous determination, frankly 
and publicly expressed, I was constrained to accept it, althougn 
deeply conscious of my unfitness from lack of experience in the 
workmgs of the Order, and conscious, also, that in the brief period 
of time I had then belonged to the Order, I had rendered no such 
degree of service as entitled me to so high and flattering a compli- 
ment. I accepted the position with embarrassing misgivings in re- 
gard to my adaptation to its duties, but with a profound and gratefril 
appreciation of your generous partiality and your fraternal exercise 
of that divine charity which not only ** covers a multitude of sins," 
but " beareth all things, hopeth all things," and forgiyetii all. My 
gratitude and my thanks are due, and I hereby cordially tender them 
to all my brothers and sisters in the Order, with whom I have held 
official relation or correspondence, for the uniform kindness and 
courtesy and the valuable and indispensable aid they have so often 
rendered me. My domestic and professional duties have prevented 
me from giving to the service of the Order (is much time m visiting 
and lecturing, as was my desire to do ; but my labors in carrying on 
a correspondence with the officers and members of the various lodges 
in the State have not been slight or trivial, but have necessarily oc- 
cupied a small share of nearly every day in the year. This corres- 
pondence has consisted of Questions and answers in regard to the 
rules, laws, customs, discipline and work of the Order, and state- 
ments and decisions of cases occurring from time to time in the 
workings of subordinate lodges. The answers and decisions have 
been very numerous ; but bemg generally similar to others previously 
made and published by other Grand I^odges, and involving no new 
principle, I have not aeemed it important to lay them before you. 
In only two cases has any disa^eement in the lodges resulted in a 
formal appeal, and those cases will be laid before the Committee on 
Appeals, if either party desires it. 

From all the members of our beloved Order with whom I have, as 
a Good Templar, had any official acquaintance or correspondence, I 
have received nought but brotherly kindness and forbearance. DcMeply 
regretting that it has not been in my power to render more active 
and usefm service to our beloved Order, and praying you to extend 
the broad and gracious mantle of charity over my errors, imperfec- 
tions and shortcomings, I now relinquish and 3deld up to you, the 
high and delicate trust you confided to my care. 
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And now, brothers and sisters, as the proper business of this an- 
nual session is formally inau^rated, let us devote ourselves to its 
accomplishment, with pure and earnest fidelity ; ever looking upward 
for Divine guidance and inspiration, and feeling in our hearts and 
breathing forth from our lips the smrit of tiiat sublime benediction 
so well expressed in the golden rule wf our blessed ritual : " May the 
angels of Faith, Hope and Charity here plead the story of their mis- 
sion, until our gleaming banners shall proclaim to a ransomed world 
the noble triumphs of our cause/ ^

As in all probability this may be the last report you will ever re- 
ceive from me, I beg yom* indulgence a few moments. 

For five eventful and interesting vears, as your G. W. C. T. or 
G. W. S. and T., I have watched with thrilling and anxious interest 
the cloud which then seemed about the ** bigness of a man^s hand," 
but now has risen and spread over a large portion of our beautifiil 
State. Our G. W. S. then reported twenty-one Lodges, and a few 
hundred members ; receipts $231 35 ; expenditures $148 86 ; with a 
debt of cash paid for expense by the retiring G. W. C. T. of $86 99 ; 
besides a claim for more than twice that sum for his service. Dur- 
ing the followiuff year the per capita tax was i*aised, and the conse- 
quence was at Sie close of the year we had three Lodges and 119 
members less than at the beginning of the vear. 

Since then we have gone forward steadily, increasing in wisdom, 
funds, members and influence, till we number 10,033 members and 
143 Lodges, embracing a large number of reliable and influential 
citizens of all ages and professions. We have many teachers of 
common schools, and several standing at the head of our highest 
schools ana academies and normal schools; quite a regiment of 
Vermont's best surgeons ai|d physicians, many lawyers and judges, 
several senators, two ex-Governors, one member of Congress, and 
probably more than a hundred ministers of the gospel. 

When I fii*st enlisted under your beautiful banner, the members 
were mostly younger than now. At present our I^odges comprise a 
far larger proportion of men and women, including a few venerable 
ones of eighty years and more, and these things are not the result of 
chance. If I do not misjudge, Vermont never had a temperance 
organization representing so much influence, culture, enterprise and 
deep piety, as the I. O. of G. T. They possess the fearfUl power of 
doing great good or lasting evil. May the God of battles aid them 
to strike for total abstinence, and to rescue every inebriate in Ver- 
mont, and not cease till every rumseller shall change his ruinous 
work into a purer business ; and by the help of truth and God this 
can be accomplished. • 

Our membership in nearly all the old Lodges has been reduced the 
past year, by cutting oflf the non-paying members ; though this act 
has in many cases strengthened them. 

We have not had the soul-stu:ring presence of R. W. G. T. Ome 
to visit and lecture before nearly half the Lodges, though never, 
probably, so many lectures given in the State in one year. 

And, alas ! ** sweet cider has decimated some Lodges, and pre- 
vented many persons from ioining; and yet, through the faithfulness 
of our members, the work has gone on, and, though by the reduction 
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of our per capita tax one foiifth, so that onr finance shows some 
$800 less than it otherwise would, still onr treasury is in a heidthy 
condition. 

I would again suggest the importance of having an efficient and 
popular lecturer, untrammeled by any other q^Kce,. employed by and 
under the direction of the Grand Lodge, to speak in every town in 
the State, and specially before every Lodge. Let the world know 
that the Good Templars and Temple of Honor are doing such a work, 
and our influence, treasury, numbers and power will be greatly in- 
creased, and manj now standing aloof will say, ** God is for tnem 
and we will be with them." 

The temperance ptper of Vermont should be earnestly sustained. 

Something should be done relative to the number of representatives 
and mileage. Why cannot one delegjate from each Lodge represent 
our cause, as well as one representative from each ioum to the Leg- 
islature? 

In conclusion, brothers and sisters, our success depends on our work . \ 

Let us mjc^ on the armor and be "marching along." The very 
fingers &at touch this cause shall be tinged with fflory. May kind 
heaven let fall on some worthy brothers the bri^t mantles of our 
departed, precious Bros. White and Cobb. 

rermit me once more to express to all mv associates in office, my 
warmest gratitude for the courtesy and Christian kindness you at all 
times have manifested to me ; and also to the members who have so 
cheerfully greeted me, both at the public gallierin^ and at your quiet 
homes. And be assured, while recollection sh^ call up the past, ^ 

though far away down the stream of time, I shall cherish with 
sweetest pleasure the memories of the many, many precious hours 
spent among the Good Templars of Vermont. 

A noble band of Christian workers, may your numbers, influence 
and power increase. Let the beautiful )urinciples of our Order be 
imbedded, into ^our very hearts. Let no coward be found in your 
ranks. The ship is well built, and her timbers are sound and strong. 
She is well launched. And, my brothers and sisters, unfurl her saifi, r

Bro. Atwater presented the following notice : 

Notice is hereby given that a motion will be made at the next ses- 
sion of the Grand Lodge, to change the Aiiicles in the Constitution 
relating to the number of representatives of Subordinate Lodges, 
and mfleage shall be so amended that not more than three represen- 
tatives shall be allowed from an^ Lodge ; and that no mileage shall 
be allowed to any representative not in actual attendance at the 
Grand Lodge. 

On motion of Bro. Grandey, T. E. Brownell, the delegate from 
this Grand Ix>dge to the last session of the R. W. G. L., was re- 
quested to make report to the Lodge. 

Bro. Brownell then read the following report, which, on motion of 
Bro. Phillips, was accepted and ordered to be printed in the pub- 
lished proceedings of this session of the Grand Lodge. 

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO R. W. G. L. 

As your representatives to the R. W. Grand Lodge did not make 
their report to tMs body one year ago, I beg leave to make a single 
reference, by way of reminiscence, to the session at Oswego, N. Y., 
1869. There was in the city one hotel which had no bar and sold no 
rum. It was realljr a temperance house, and was owned by Gerrit 
Smitii, who in leasing it made prohibition a principal condition in 
the contract. His example in this respect, if rightly studied, might 
be of profit to those who, backward themselves to make sacrifice, 
and unwilling to forego for temperance a simple convenience, or to 
risk a single opportumty to realize a selfish object, indulge their con- 
ceit by impeaching the ** orthodoxy " of this eminent philanthropist. 
Perhaps the disafitected hotel proprietors of Rutland, by early advis- 
ing with him of Oswego, whom the fancied caprice of an individual 
thus robs of the exalted privilege of selling rum, may discover a 
** balm " for their lacerated sensibilities. 

The R. W. Grand Lodge in session at St. Louis last May, hardly 
varied its usual routine of business. As every Lodge of Good Tem- 
plars ha3 been provided with a copy of its printed proceedings, ref- 
erence need only be made in my report to such portions of its doings 
as either express a policy or provide a standard. 

Ist, We may congratulate ourselves upon the efforts of the R. W. 
Grand Lodge to effect an arrangement, as early as possible, with all 
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secret temperance organizations, so thafrailmiss ion shall nmtiially be 
given to the; respective members of lodges, divisions, etc., without 
initiation. In this way the eftbits of the tnie friends of temperance 
will be better concerted, while present jealousies, if there be any, will 
be dissipated by the exercise of so generous a courtesy. 

2d, Some time ago the R. W. Grand Lodge oflfered toall the Grand 
and Subordinate Lodges a uniform constitution, subject only to the 
approval of all that had already a constitution of their own. Many 
Stfites adopted it at once. Although there are few errors in our own 
excellent constitution, in order to finally reduce our fraternity to a 
perfect system of parts and relations, so that the highest and lowest 
shall form a complet<i union, it may be incumbent upon this Grand 
Ijodge to consider the reasons for such a change. 

. Two questions still remain to agitjite us in every department of our 
Order, and as the action of the R. W. Grand Lodge in regard to them 
must depend wholly upon in'evailing sentiment in Grand anil Su1)or- 
dinate Lodges, I will make biief reference to them in my lle^wrt. I 
mean the '* degrees '' and ** political action.'^ 

1st, After all the pains taken to learn the dispositions of the ma- 
jority of our members in regard to the degi'ees, the U. W. Grand 
r^dge has yet arrived at no conclusion in the matter. Many sections 
of our Order have represented it to be imi)ossible to pnictice the de- 
gree work, or fulfill the qualifications required by law ; insistino; that 
all regulations in reference to them be repealed. The R. W. Grand 
I.K>dge, ever ready to trejit considerately the complaints of its sub- 
jects, has in several instances granted dispensations to omit them ; 
but this excessive indulgence has, by no means, removed hostility to 
the degi'ees. Against the wishes of many, there is a growing ijpn- 
viction in the entire fi*aternity that the degi'ees will sometime be 
abolished, so far as Subordinate Ixnlges are concerned, and however 
decided may l)e the feelings of this Gi'and Lodge to the contrary, it 
seems to me that your representatives should be at liberty to act in 
the matter, as the best interests of Good Templarism shall, in their 
judgment, require. 

2d, Prohibition being permanently a fumbimental princii)le in our 
fraternity, how shall we act politically ? has from time to tune de- 
manded an answer from your representatives. While we cannot 
from our nature resolve ourselves into a political organization which 
shall undertake to make laws how Good Templars shall vote a^inst 
their will, there has/ however, because of i)resent demands, ansen a 
necessity that we make some recommendation, head some sentiment, 
of provide some guide, which shall define our duties in elections. 
While political aggrandizement for selfish purposes cannot be an end 
for which to labor, it is important, nay, it is necessary, that our prin 
ciples prevail in the government ; and because of our connections as 
individuals with one political ^arty or another, is the injunction that 
we allow not oiu: ** party affection '' to control or to modify our views 
and actions as temperance men. We ought to expect and require 
political parties, soliciting our suflEhiges, to acknowledge, to adopt, 
to publish, and to maintain prohibition, and whoever prefers to sap- 
rifice his probity for party success ought at least to be regarded with 
suspicion. As a temperance body, then, we are competent to judge 
and decide what parties ignore and oppose the progress of reform, 
and what parties assist it; and inasmuch as none shall be found 
willing to espouse temperance politically, it is right that we recom- 
mend to members how they ougfU to vote in view of these cireum- 
Q 
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>taiicrj*. Wt' cannot rofus«» *t*'nn>or:inci' its political li^hte, without 
weakenin*; its inftuenco :in<l anthoritv; and that the R. W. Gi*aml 
r^ilge in its majority report <litl or did not wisely in ajiproving the 
•* National Prohibition Party " will dei)end wholly how other parties 
re.s|>ect our claims. Pai*ty ties simply should have no weight in de- 
ciding this, but our lidelity to temi)orance should impel lis to sever 
any attachment which reason and conscience ad\nse. Our obligation 
most certainly extentls to the vote in our lingers, antl our chiii*acter 
flejxMids as nuich ui>ou how we cast U as it does \\\K>n ** total absti- 
nence.'" Our Order can gi-ant no *' indulgences '" fur party pur- 
j)oscs. Its e\|)edicncy is ahvays to do right. Its ixdicy, to avoid 
ftupliritt/, and while it has laws which the Church of God cannot in- 
fringe with impunity, it also puts upon the i>olitician res|)onsibilities 
which his principles as a man. as a ]xitriot, as a statesman, and as a 
Christian forbid nim to di>regard.

Pcrhai)s the grave is the only i)lacc where the living principle is 
allowed a divorce from death, and thus escai)o utter destruction 
which the latter seeks. Here life and death are forever joined in 
everything. Growth and decay are bound together, disease and 
health have narrow Iwundaries. and before the sti'ucture is completed,

hardly U the cojie-stone placed upon its phinacle before its cemented 
blocks begin to return to their original elements in the dust and in 
the air. The dead limb clings to the live trunk, the withered blade 
of grass returns to the ground to nourish the living root, and pain 
and disappointment throw their darkest mantle over om* richest ioys. 
As physically so morallv does this phenomenon of death disclose it- 
self Virtue is followed by vice, truth is pursued by a lie, fidelity by 
treachery, and wisdom shadowed by ignorance. And in our blessed 
Order do we not expect that reform shall meet with sad reverses, and 
that intemperance will follow to desti'oy its choicest fruits? We 
have to lament dead I^otlges, as we may rejoice in strong living ones ; 
one number is added, another enised. We honor and respect the 
moral hero who, with resolution and jmrpose, subdues in his breast 
a legion of devils, but we detest and pity him who makes pledges 
plajthings, who from motives of mischief violates his obligations 
and acts the villain, as the clown plays the fool. Such conti'adic- 
tions, such contrasts, teach how important is vigilance, how perpet- 
ual our labor, and admonish us to dig <leep our founclations. Like 
the skillful j^hysician we should remember that mercy seems some- 
times to be cruelty, and that the bitterest pills are best to exi)el dis- 
ease. We must work in the present and for the future. , Our j^lans 
must regard disbint results, not immediate triumph altogether, and 
our hoixjs iwstpone exi>ectations rather than to die by disappoint- 
ment. Oiu- necessities le:ul us to inquire first, IIow to economize, 
and, secoiull}^ The best means of propagating our Order. 

1st, Economy may l)e defined to be a prudent expenditure of money 
with a view to accomplish certain ends, or to relieve certain wants. 
Stinginess is often equivalent in ettect to the most reckless prodigal- 
ity. Economy does not mean this. We should not set avivrice a 
sentinel over our treasuries. It has been objected that we pay too 
much mileage, and for this reason it has been suggested that we re- 
duce the ratio of rej>resentation. It may be wise to do this, but in 
doing it we must not forget the rights of the majority. A Lodge 
that i>ays ten dollars dues ought to have more ix)wer to dispose of 
our funds than a Ix>dge that pays into the treasury only two dollare. 
Besides we should not make our Grand Loilge too small. Masses 
have a tendency to encourage its friends and to excite alarm in its 
foes. Perhaps by giving a representative to every one himdi'ed 
members and never giving more than five to any single Lodge the 
desired object will be attained. Our Gmnd Lodge will be reduced 
thereby one half, and a jwoportionate representation l>e had as well. 

2d, We need system in our work in order to jict more in concert. 
This may be reached by dividing our State into districts correspond- 
ing to our congi'essional districts, or if thought best, making them 
smaller and more numerous, and placing over them a deputy who 
shall report to the Grand Worthy Secretai-y quarterly, and who shall 
be paid by tho Lodges in the district for services done by direction of 
the district convention or union. To hire a State lecturer will cost 
too much money. A district can hire one or not, as their wants re- 
quh*e. Besides, a Sfcite lecturer, in order to do efficient services, 
should know the peculiar cu'cimistances of every community. Oth- 
erwise his eftbrts, however grand, will fail to accomplish expected 
results. If some of our Grand Lodge officers would visit the Lodges 
oftener and become i%C(juainted with their hindrances and discourage- 
ments, the benefits which a Static lecturer is expected to bestow will 
be realized at much less expense. 
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3d, The R. W. Grand Lodge and Grand Lodges are guilty of crim- 
inal delinquencjr in not providing for a juvenile temperance society 
in connection with every Subordinate Lodge. The idea of teaching: 
the children temperance and of impressing their young minds with 
its ti^iths, by means of its ritual service and frequent meetings, is so 
practicable that it needs only to be mentioned to be approved. The 
Grand Tx>dge should early take action to provide Ix)dges, requiring 
the same, with the " Cold Water Temple " ritual. 
- 4th, Ignorance is a fruitful source of error, and it hangs like a 
draggle upon all reform. Opposed to cunning wrong it may by its 
own weight keep one from going down hill too fast, but it will always 
hinder a very rapid rise. Too mcmy in our Order read little, and are 
narrow-minded sometimes. If young men and women had better 
habits of reading — if thev would devote a portion of their leisure to 
acquiring useful knowledge instead of giving it wholly to pleasure, 
or of wasting it upon sentimental trash and miraculous story — we 
might rejoice in having more intelligent men and women, and fewer 
knaves and fools. Every Grand Lodge officer, eveiy deputy, every 
W. C. Templar, and every working member, should labor for reform 
in tMs particular, and to awaken in aU minds n proper sense of their 
responsibility to support a good State temperance paper. The merits 
of the Vermont Temperance Advocate, published by Messrs. Clarke 
and Taylor, and edited by Bros. McAllister and Foggett, are too ob- 
vious to need explanation. The want of such a lx)ld, determined, 
consistent temperance paper is very great. It is necessary to the 
permanency of our Order, and events not far distant will prove its su- 
perior advantages beyond question.

W. H. Root, from the Committee on Finance, submitted the follow- 
ing report, which was adopted : 

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

To the W, Grand Lodge, L 0, of O. T. : 

Your committee beg leave to report that they have made a thor- 
ough examination of the books of the G. W. Secretary and Treasurer, 
and find them substantially correct, but have not had time to make a 
final settlement of the accounts. 

The entries they have examined and compared, embrace over three 
thousand items, and no examination they have been able to give, is, 
in the opinion of the eommittee, sufficient for a final settlement. 

Should there be a new Treasurer elected, they recommend that he 
settle with the old Treasurer. In case the present incumbent is con- 
tinued as Treasurer, they recommend the appointment of an Auditor 
to make these settlements^. 
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" In regard to the claim of Bro. G. W. Foggett for papers (the Good 
Templars' Advocate) furnished to the Ijodges dimng the past year, 
(amount $oO 95,) the amount is probably correct, although the au- 
thority for fiirnishing is questionable. They recommend the pay- 
ment of this account, and think that in future, it is better that the 
Grand Lodge make a direct appropriation of moneys, than to encoui*- 
age, by allowing, the system of dubious claims and accounts hinging 
on to each successive (jrand Ix>dge. 

In the matter of the claim of Bro. F. IL Bascom, your committee 
have this to say : That the practice of allowing, for the service of 
instituting Subordinate lodges, and for traveling expenses of Lodge 
Deputies, and Disti-ict Deputies, has never obtained in this Grand 
Lodge, and its inauguration at the present time is not deemed advis- 
able. The Subordinate Ix)dges have heretofore borne this expense, 
and a Ixnlge must indeed be weak that cannot afford to pay the small 
expense incident to its institution. So weak, in fact, that the judg- 
ment of a Deputy might well be called in question that woida con- 
sent to institute a thing as a Lodge, bankrupt in energy and means 
at the start, and call it a ** Ix)dge!" And in the present claim, your 
committee have assurance and knowledge that some of the Lodges 
against whom charges are made for this Grand Lodge to pay, have 
a&eady paid what, to your committee, seems a sufficient sum for the 
service rendered. 

Your committee, after hearinjv expressions from uuiny of our most 
trusted members, recommend the severance of the offices of the G. 
W. Secretary and G. W. Treasurer; and upon several grounds : 

1st, That the business of this Grand I^dge has now reached a 
point of such magnitude that proi>er attention to the duties of G. W. 
Secretary requires the whole attention of the incumbent of that 
office. 

2d, The custotly of so large amounts as now How into and out of 
our Grand Ixxlge Treasmy, that it is believed that an income may be 
realized in the handling of the funds by a Treasurer solely entrusted 
with the management thereof. 

3d, The experience of all societies has proved that it is unwise to 
impose too many responsibilities upon a single individual in the 
matter of complete administration. And while your committee can 
vouch for the perfect integi'ity of our present Grand Secretary and 
Treasiurer, they are remindea by his failing health tiiat this Grand 
Lodge may soon be obliged to relieve him entirely ; and then at least, 
probably, would be demonstrated the necessity of surrounding its 
Ti*easm-y with proper safeguanls of ** checks " and ** balances." 

Your committee recommend that the salary of the G. W. Secre- 
tary Lk3 continued at the sum of six hundred dollars for the ensuing 
year and his expenses. That if relieved of the care and custody of 
Its funds, he will be enabled to discharge the duties of his office as 
G. W. Secretary without an Assistant, and they further recommend 
that the salarv of three humdred dollars be continued to the Grand 
Worthy Chief T(3mplar for the ensuing year, and his necessary ex- 
l>enscs. 

That to oiu* Grand Worthy Counselor, in consideration that he 
visit Su1x)rdinate I.K)dges so vxv as he may be dble to, to lecture for or 
address them, he be allowed the sum of two hundred dollars as a 
salary. 

That lastly, the sum of one hundred dollars be allowed to the G. W. 
Trc:vsurer as a salary. And your committee believe that with a little 
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eftbrt, he may obttiin such a sum as interest, on the moneys of thU 
Grand Lodge in his hands, as will be suftlcient to pay his salary, and 
the contingent exi)enses of his office. 

In regard to ** mileage," your committee recommend that the sum 
of two cents i>er mile as now established be maintained, bnt that the 
rejHTesentation to the Grand Lodge be reduced as follows : 

Loilges not exceeding 100 members, to 1)C entitled to one delegate. 
Over 100 members and not exceeding 200 members, to two delegates; 
and all Lodges having over 200 members, to three delegates ; and, 
that no Su)K>rdinate Lodge shall l)e entitled to more than three dele- 
gates in any case ; and that mileage shall l>e due and payable only 
to the delegate or delegates in actual attendance \\\x)i\ this Grand 
r^ge at the ftiture sessions thereof. The adoption of this proposi- 
tion will render the Grand T^odge a more compact and efficient body 
for business, will reduce veiy materially the great expense now in- 
cident to its sessions, and will leave a niiich larger fund in the Grand 
Treasuiy, to be di-awnuiwn for lectures, printing, and printed matter 
and mis'sionar}' work; and no increase of the " quarterly dues" from 
Subordinate Lodges will be a necessity, in order to efficiently prose- 
cute the gi'eat principles and gi*and objects of our Order throughout 
the State. 

The recommendation of the G. W. C. T. that an ** efficient lecturer 
be employed," can then be realized, and this recommendation of the 
G. W. C. T., presupposes that Subordinate Ix)dge8 will conti-ibute to 
this end in degree as they may be benefited, or are able to, from the 
services of such Grand Lecturer. 

Your committee herewith submit an estimate of tho probable re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the ensuing year :
